PENITENTIARY. 


H. & S. Lochman Get a. Verdict of 


$800 on Policy by the Fire in 


Littlestown Store. 


The prisoners, all of whom had plead 


guilty, were brought to Court on Sat- 
urday afternoon for purpose of receiv- 
iu- their sentences. 
The Court ad- 


dressing remarks to the prisoners gen- 
erally said that the matter of passing 
sentence was a trying, embarrassing 
and important duty of the Court. 
The law fixed a maximum penalty 
but it was left to the discretion of the 
Court in each case to decide how much 
of the maximum penalty should be 
imposed for the ends of justice. There 
were two points of view to be kept in 
mind in exercising this discretion, first 
the reformation of the prisoner and 
second to make an example to deter 
others. In each case enough punish- 
ment should be meted out to accom- 
plish these two results. It was not to 
be expected that sentences would meet 
the approval of all or be beyond criti- 
cism, but the punishment was fixed 
by the Court as seemed right iu view 
of all the facts and circumstances that 
had come to the knowledge of the 
Court. 


Joseph Yohe, guilty of stealing horse 


of James Ross was first called before 
the Court. Wm. Hersh, Esq., asked 
for a lenient sentence. He said that 
the prisoner had been drinking hard 
aud at the end of a three day debauch 
had taken horse and gone to.Emmits- 
bur- and Thurmont. He continued his 
drinking until after a night's sleep he 
was sobered enough to appreciate fact 
th'U he had a horse that did not belong 
to him and then returned home aud 
let horse go to be found and returned to 
it* owner. A light sentence was asked 
because Yohe, 4-5 years of age, had 
never been arrested before, had never 
been in Court. He bad a wife and six 
small children, the oldest about ten 
years old and the youngest a babe In 
arms several weeks old and for these 
mercy was asked. The Court said 
Mrs/Yohe had been before the three 
judsjes the evening before and her con- 
dition was indeed distressing. 
The 


prisoner was asked whether he would 
promise to stow drinking if a light sen- 
tence was given him. The promise 
was made and the Court said that the 
punishment must be to send him to 
the penitentiary but that the shortest 
sentence possible would be given and 
he was sentenced to one year in the 
penitentiary. 


George Shaffer, guilty of stealing a 


piece of hose from the Globe Hotel, 
said he had been drinking when he 
took the same. It was the lirst con- 
viction of the defendant and upon his 
promise to quit drinking, for this 
seemed to be the cause of his wrong- 
doing, he was sentenced to six months 
in jail- 


last two sentences were to run concur- 
rent with the lirst. 


An appeal was made for Charles 


Trimmer. He was but 19 years of age 
and it was his lirst offense. He had 
been drinking and following Pittenturf 
who carried the bag of beer. He had 
been led into the commission of his 
crime by his associate. His mothers 
health was delicate and for her sake as 
well as other rea&ous a light sentence 
was asked. He wat. sentenced to two 
years in the penitentiary, and one year 
for entering bottling works and one 
year for stealing beer but the latter 
sentences to run concurrent with the 
first. 


John Woody ard plead guilty to an 


assault and battery on Raymond Lewis 
and as he had been in jail seven weeks 
was given 10 days more in jail. The 
same defendant was called upon to 
answer in a surety of peace case with 
same prosecutor. The latter said that 
Woodyard had threatened to knock 
his block off and supposed he meant 
his head. 
Woodyard said he was 


pretty well filled up with liquor. De- 
fendant's reputation was good when 
sober and was ordered to pay the costs 
in case.

The policy sued on was for S1000 and 
jury Friday evening returned a ver- 
dict of $800* It is said that the jury 
separated damage done by explosion 
and damage by fire and as a compro- 
mise arrived at a figure-less than 
policy.

It was Chippendale who first used 
mahogany to any great extent, tnd 
one cause which led to this was that 
h« was prinur iy a wood-carver, and 
:his close grained wood gave beautiful 
effects. He never used inlay in any 
"orm, and if this fact Is borne in mind, 
there will be fewer mistakes in assign- 
ing to him furniture ornamented in 
this way. 
Fashions have more to 


do with shapes in furniture than one 
would deem possible. Immense hoop- 
skirts could not be comfortably placed 
in an arm chair, so chairs without 
arms became the mode. Chaira witij 
large seats must have large legs to 
support them, and large legs must 
have underbraces, so there we have a 
reason for many of the styles of the 
late ISth. ceutury. 
We are apt to 


say of our old furniture, 'It was 
brou^nt from England,' because we 
doubt the fact that there were cabiuet- 
oiahers at work here who were able to 
do it. But they were here and at work 
as early as 1622, and In all the towns 
near Boston, such as Salem, Lynn, 
ilarblehead and Weymouth, there 
were many cabinet-makers who were 
capable of turning out good work. By 
1700 Spanish mahogany was for sale 
in logs or planks, and the necessary 
brass fittings to go on the furniture 
were at first imported, but they were 
BOOII made here. Besides the regular 
makers of furniture, many "handy 
men' who could use tools eked out a 
narrow income L-y making chairs for 
sale, or made them for use at home.' 


A Trip of an Electric Spark. 


The time It takes an electric spark to 


travel around the globe, says the "Chi 
cago Daily Review," will be the in 
teresting experiment to be tried a. 
midnight May 3-4 (tonight) under the 
auspices of Bear Admiral C. M- Ches- 
ter, who is in charge of the naval ob 
servatory at Washington. Rear Ad 
miral Chester will originate the spark 
and every observatory and telegraph 
station In the world is asked to be on 
the lookout for it and to make a note 
of the time of its arrival, The experi 
ment Is to be In honer of the assembl 
ing of the International railway con- 
gress at "Washington May 4- Begin- 
ning at 11,5-5 p. m., the seconds will be 
ticked off on the telegraph wire just as 
the "noon signal'1 is now sent through- 
out the United States every day. 
Every telegraph and cable company is 
asked to co-operate, and it Is hoped to 
secure a continuous metallic circuit 
arouud the earth. The spark will 
travel from Washington to can Fran- 
cisco, from there to Honolulu, thence 
Jo Guam and the Midway Islands.

Sheep Killed by Dogs Must be Bur-

The last Legislature pas-seel mauy 
icious acts under the lash of the cor- 


rupt machine, and also many act 
which the Governor has aud will veto, 
yet it added a less amount of new law 
to the statutes of the state than has 
lappened for a number of years. It 
was the shortest session for years. If 
•hortness will save the state from be- 
ng too much governed, biennial small 
doses should be made the rule. 


The bills as fast as they are approved 


by the Governor are put in type and 
advance proof-sheets made. 
CJp to 


April 10, 105 bills had been so finished 
and from these the lollowing list is 
made of such acts as may be of special 
interest to this county. 


An amendment to act giving dam- 


ages for sheep killed by dogs by which 
the carcases of the sheep killed must 
be buried within twenty-four hours 
after the assessment of damages by 
auditors and owners of sheep, killed by 
dogs, shall l,e paid 50 cents each for 
burial of sheep killed. 


An act making it a felony to steal, 
ut or break any wire forming part 
of any telegraph, telephone, electric 
light, electric railway or other com- 
pany transmitting electricity by wire, 
punishable by penitentiary imprison- 
ment. 


An act to prevent duplicating infor- 


mations, warrants, indictments, sub- 
poenas and other writs in criminal 
cases for purpose of making costs. 


An act to make it a misdemeanor 


for anylperson to have in their posses- 
sion burglary tools. 


An act prohibiting the furnishing of 


cigarettes or cigarette paper by gift, 
sale or otherwise to any person or per- 
sons under the age of 21 years under 
heavy penalty. . 


An act prohibiting the sale and use 


of fire-works containing picric acid or 
picrates, and explosive canes and am- 
munition using chlorate of potash or 
other high explosive substance. 


An act requiring all druggists and 


qualified assistants to be graduates of 
some reputable and properly chartered 
college of pharmacy. 


An act to provide a system of hu- 


mane education In the public schools, 
to include kind treatment of birds and 
animals. Instruction to be given in 
fourth grade and to cover half an hour 
each week during the whole term of 
school. 
No experiment to demon- 


strate in physiology is permitted and 
teachers to certify in monthly reports 
that instruction has been given. 


An act requiring all practitioners of 


veterinary medicine to report to State 
Life Stock Sanitary Board the follow- 
ing" diseases among animals which 
shall come to their notice : Glanders, 
anthrax, black leg, or black quarter, 
contagious pleuro-pneumonia, or lung 
plague, underpest or cattle plague, 
haemorrhaglc septicaemia, foot or 
mouth disease, or aphthous fever of 
cattle, southern cattle fever or Texas 
fever, sheep scab, mange of cattle or 
horses, hog cholera, or swine plague, 
rabies or hydrophobia, maladle de colt, 
or elduriue of horses, advanced or 
generalized tuberculosis or tuberculo- 
sis of udder. Report shall describe 
animal snd name owner. 


An act authorizing the State Liva 


Stock Sanitary Board to conduct sci- 
entific investigations in relation to 
causes, nature and prevention of dis- 
eases of domestic animals. 


An act prohibiting the keeping of 


tree, shrub, vine and plant affected 
with San Jose scale or other insect or 
disease such as crown-gall, black knot 
or peach yellows. 


An act providing for necessary medi- 


cal attention at public expense to 
needy persons who may be in danger 
of suffering from hydrophobia, includ- 
ing the Pasteur treatment. 


An act making all state forest reser- 


vations liable to a tax of three cents 
an acre each year for school purposes 
and two cents an acre for road pur-

Navigation on the Nile is not so com- 


pllculod a mutter as upon tbo north 
Atlantic, writes Alonzo Clarke Robin- 
son in Outing. To run at full speed 
upon a sand bar is an occurrence of 
such frequency as hardly to elicit a 
comment from the passengers. 
The 


crew take more interest because they 
are obliged to push the boat off again 
with poles, and this entails a great 
amount of shouting and some work. 
The Kile below the first cataract is a 
fairly broad, muddy river, flowing be- 
tween deposed banks varying from 
six to eight to twenty to thirty feet in 
height. Its surface is interrupted ev- 
erywhere by sand spits and islands 
upon which are to be seen thousands 
of birds. The channel, if such it can 
be called, winds from one 'side to the 
other and changes completely with ev- 
ery flood; hence even the best pilots 
run aground two or three times a day. 
It is, of course, impossible to proceed 
at night, and each day's voyage comes 
to an end wherever darkness happens 
to overtake one. The boat's nose is 
simply run plump on the bank, two 
men leap out and drive stakes to which 
to make fast, and there you are for the 
night
